RIGHT TO FIX FARE 


Milwaukee Street Car Com- 
.pany Fights'Power of the 


Railroad 'Commission in 


Supreme Court : 


'MADISON, Wis., April 29.—(Spe- 


cial.)—Before the supreme court to- 
day the Milwaukee Electric Railway 
and Light' company by its attorneys 
challenged the power of the state to 
regulate its rates of fare. The attor- 
ney general's office denied that the 
state has'lost its power so to do. The 
question, presented in this case is one 
o£ vast public importance, involving 
as it,does a consideration of the al- 
leged contractural relations of/street 
car companies and the cities they 
serve. 


The state was represented before 


the court- by Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Walter Drew, and the company 
by Miller, Mack & Fairchild of Mil- 
waukee and Sullivan & Cromwell of 
New York, 


Under its franchise ordinance the 


company has been giving six tickets 
for 25 cents. The state railroad com- 
mission/acting under a law of 1905 
and amendments, ordered it to re- 
duce the rates by giving 
thirteen 


tickets for 50 cents, after making an 
exhaustive investigation 
into 
the 


reasonableness of the cut. The com- 
pany toid the court today that its 
franchise ordinance is irrevocable 
and irrepealable, that the ordinance 
provisions with respect to rates of 
fare constitute contracts, "inviolate 
as against legislative impairment un- 
der provisions of state and federal 
constitutions, fixing the rates of fare 
which the company 
ma.y 
lawfully 


charge." It therefore 
denied 
thai, 


either the commission or the state 
has authority to step in and order 
reduced fares. Such action, it is said, 
would amount to a taking of prop- 
erty contrary to the constitutional 
rules.
